SEOUL — North Korea’s nuclear test Mon- 
day was driven by ailing Kim Jong II’s plans 
to smooth the transition for his successor and 
send a defiant signal to the United States that 
North Korea considers itself an equal player 
in negotiations, experts said on Tuesday. 

North Korea detonated a nuclear bomb un- 
derground and launched several short-range 
missiles Monday. After strong international 
rebukes, it tested two more short-range mis- 
siles on Tuesday. 

“T think the internal dynamics are driving a 
lot of this,” Daniel Pinkston, an international 
security expert with the International Crisis 
Group in Seoul, said of Monday’s launch. 

Monday’s test came as no surprise to ex- 
perts, who said North Korea announced pos- 
sible nuclear 
tests several 
weeks ago. But 
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sor by showing 
North Koreans 
“a remarkable achievement,” he said. 

He said the tests show that Kim is still in 
firm control of the country. 

A spokesman for South Korea’s Ministry of 
National Defense said U.S. Forces Korea com- 
mander Gen. Walter Sharp spoke with South 
Korea’s Joint Chiefs of Staff commander Gen. 
Kim Tae-young twice Monday in a videocon- 
ference. The spokesman declined to comment 
on what the two discussed, but said both coun- 
tries said they would cooperate and provide 
assistance to each other as needed. 

Pinkston said Kim Jong I] may be afraid 
that he hasn’t made adequate preparations for 
his successor. 

“The health problems he had last year were 
kind of a wake-up call,” he said of Kim Jong 
Il’s reported stroke last summer. 

Kim has been active in the government this 
year and appears to be in complete control, 
Pinkston said.

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irst Hispanic named to Supreme Court

WASHINGTON — President Barack Obama 
named federal appeals judge Sonia Sotomayor 
as the nation’s first Hispanic Supreme Court 
justice on Tuesday, praising her as “an inspiring 
woman” with both the intellect and compassion 
to interpret the Constitution wisely. 

Obama said Sotomayor has more experience as 
ajudge than any current member of the high court 
had when nominated, adding she has earned the 
“respect of colleagues on the bench,” the admira- 
tion of lawyers who appear in her court and “the 
adoration of her clerks.” 

“My heart today is bursting with gratitude,” 
Sotomayor said from the White House podium 
moments after being introduced by Obama. 

If confirmed by the Senate, she would join Jus- 
tice Ruth Bader Ginsburg as the second woman 
on the current court, the third in history. She 
would succeed retiring Justice David Souter. 

She would be unlikely to alter the ideological 
balance of the court, since Souter generally sides 
with the liberals on key 5-4 rulings. But at 54, she 
is a generation younger that Souter, and liberal 
outside groups hope she will provide a counter- 
point to some of the sharply worded conservative 
rulings. 

Obama and Sotomayor both noted the historic 
nature of the appointment. The president said a 
Hispanic on the court would mark another step 
toward the goal of “equal justice under law.” 

Obama and Sotomayor stood with Vice Presi- 
dent Joe Biden. It was a striking picture of diver- 
sity: a black president, a white vice president and 
a Hispanic nominee to the nation’s highest court. 

Obama has said he hopes she can take her 
place before the justices begin their new term in 
October. 

Democrats hold a large majority in the Senate, 
and barring the unexpected, Sotomayor’s confir- 
mation should be assured. 

In one of Sotomayor’s most notable decisions, 
as an appellate judge she sided last year with the 
city of New Haven, Conn., in a discrimination 
case brought by white firefighters. The city threw 
out results of a promotion exam because too few 
minorities scored high enough. Coincidentally, 
that case is now before the Supreme Court. 

That ruling has already drawn criticism from 
conservatives, and is likely to play a role in her 
confirmation hearing.

Nominee rises from New York 
projects to the Supreme Court

NEW YORK — Sonia Sotomayor’s path to 
the pinnacle of the legal profession began in 
the 1960s at a Bronx housing project just a 
couple blocks from Yankee Stadium, where 
she and her family dealt with one struggle 
after another. 

She suffered juvenile diabetes that forced 
her to start insulin injections at age 8. Her 
father died the next year, leaving her to be 
raised by her mother — a nurse at a metha- 
done clinic who always kept a pot of rice and 
beans on the stove. The parents had moved 
to New York from Puerto Rico. 

Sotomayor was a fan of a television show 
about the law, “Perry Mason,” and knew she 
wanted to be a judge by the age of 10. 

“T realized that the judge was the most im- 
portant player in that room,” Sotomayor said in 
a 1998 interview with The Associated Press. 

Now, Sotomayor is one of the most impor- 
tant players in the nation after being nomi- 
nated for a Supreme Court seat by President 
Barack Obama. 

The New York-born Sotomayor’s humble 
upbringing has shaped her personality — vi- 
brant and colorful. She is a food-loving base- 
ball buff as likely to eat a hot dog at a street 


corner stand as she is to sit down for a lengthy 
meal at a swanky Manhattan restaurant. 

Her work and everything else in her life 
are sure to face close scrutiny in the months 
ahead in a process Sotomayor is all too famil- 
iar with. Her nomination to the appeals court 
was delayed 15 months, reportedly because of 
concerns by Republicans that she might some- 
day be considered for the Supreme Court. 

“T don’t think anybody looked at me as a 
woman or as a Hispanic and said, ‘We’re not 
going to appoint her because of those charac- 
teristics.’ Clearly that’s not what occurred,” 
she recalled in the 1998 interview. 

“But I do believe there are gender and 
ethnic stereotypes that propel people to as- 
sumptions about what they expected me to 
be,” she continued. “I obviously felt that any 
balanced view of my work would not support 
some of the allegations being made.” 

Sotomayor graduated summa cum laude 
from Princeton, then became an editor of the 
Yale Law Journal at Yale Law School. She 
then joined the Manhattan district attorney’s 
office and the board of the Puerto Rican 
Legal Defense and Education Fund. 

She spent five years as a prosecutor be- 
fore joining the Midtown law firm of Pavia 
& Harcourt, where she worked eight years 
before her appointment to the federal bench.

DOD school system to hire area superintendents for Pacific, Europe

ARLINGTON, Va. — The 
teachers union for Defense De- 
partment schools is at odds with 
administration over plans to 
change the Department of De- 
fense Education Activity’s chain 
of command. 

DODEA is looking to hire area 
superintendents for both the Pa- 
cific and Europe who will focus 
on educational issues, which tra- 
ditionally have been under the 
purview of area directors, said 
DODEA spokeswoman Elaine 
Kanellis. 

Beginning in September, the 
area superintendents will report 
directly to DODEA headquar- 
ters, while the area directors will 
focus on administrative matters, 
such as budget, logistics and mil- 
itary construction, Kanellis said. 

One reason for refocusing 
area directors’ attention on is- 
sues other than education is they 
were so busy with other things 
that, “They really didn’t focus in 
as much as they needed to on the 
curriculum piece,” said DODEA 
Director Shirley Miles, who has 
led the reorganization. 

“Anyone can go to our Web 
site and see that DODEA scores, 
while very good and way above 
the national average, have been 
stagnant for the last 10 years,” 
Miles said. 

Under the reorganized chain of 
command, neither the teachers 
union nor the military commands 
have a direct relationship with 
area _ super- 
intendents, 
said Mi- 
chael Priser, 
president of 
the Federal 
Education 
Association. 
That will 
create a “dis- 
connect” 
between mil- 
itary com- 
mands and 
educational policymakers, Priser 
wrote in an e-mail to DODEA. 

“Preventing direct contact by 
the military with the educational 
policy decision makers, we feel, 
is not in the best interest of edu- 
cation or proper communication 
with the stakeholders,” Priser 
wrote. 

Representatives from military 
commands had little to say about 
the effects of the reorganization 
plan, but Priser said in an inter- 
view that DODEA would have 
to change its contract with the 
teachers union to allow the union 
to deal directly with area super- 
intendents. Both the union and 
military commands have been 
told to continue to take prob- 
lems to area directors, not area 
superintendents. 

“What we don’t understand 
is, why are we dealing with the 
area director and not the area 
superintendent when that’s the

person who deals directly with 
the schools and the educational 
policy?” Priser said. “Not only 
should we be dealing with that 
person, but we believe the mili- 
tary should, as well.” 

Kanellis said the area direc- 
tors have the responsibility for 
making sure the union’s con- 
cerns are handled by the ap- 
propriate people, such as area 
superintendents. 

“As there has always been and 
will be, there is a direct line of 
communication between FEA 
area directors and DODEA area 
directors,” she said in an e-mail. 
“This arrangement was negoti- 
ated between DODEA and the 
FEA and DODEA will adhere to 
the lines of communication nego- 
tiated in the agreement.” 

Miles 
dismissed 
Priser’s 
concerns. 

When 
handed a 
copy of Pris- 
er’s letter, 
she declined 
to read it, 
saying, “I 
don’t know 
and I don’t 
care.” 

Miles said she is focused on the 
way forward. 

“The old we/them role of the 
union vs. administration is past 
— it’s past and passe,” she said. 

The union’s concern that the 
reorganization would exclude the 
military commands from deci- 
sions on curriculum is unfound- 
ed, Miles said. 

“The commands don’t have 
input over curriculum,” she said. 
“They expect us to do our job, 
and our job is to focus in on stu- 
dent achievement.” 

Diana J. Ohman is area direc- 
tor for Europe, but she will be- 
come the area director for the 
Pacific in time for the next school 
year. 

Ohman said she also expects 
to continue to be “a player at 
the table on educational issues,” 
because she will still provide 
input in superintendent meetings 
and other venues, such as the 
component command advisory 
councils. 

“T’m not gonna let go of educa- 
tion,” Ohman said. “I believe that 
it is still my duty to understand 
educational issues and be able to 
deliver information about that to 
those councils.” 

Ohman said the reorganization 
deserves a fair chance and time 
to see if it works. 

“Now the proof is always in 
the pudding; now if we do this a 
couple of years and we don’t see 
the things we want to see come 
to fruition with scores ... then I 
think we need to re-look at it,” 
she said.

ARLINGTON, Va. — The plan to restructure 
the Department of Defense Education Activity 
is the latest tussle between the teachers union 
and administration. 

Earlier this month, the Federal Education 
Association gave Stars and Stripes internal 
DODEA documents that it claimed show that 
DODEA plans to cut 350 
middle school teachers. 

DODEA Director Shirley 
Miles has said DODEA is 
looking at increasing class 
sizes in middle school, but 
while some teachers may lose 
their jobs, there are no plans 
to cut that many teachers. 

DODEA is trying to make 
class sizes consistent, Miles 
said. 

That may include making 
class sizes in middle school 
bigger to free up positions for 
kindergarten, where there are more pupils per 
teacher, she said.

by the way, you don’t have a job.’ I mean, that’s 
ridiculous,” Miles said. 

Miles sent a May 13 memo to teachers to clar- 
ify DODEA’s proposals on class sizes, but FEA 
President Michael Priser said 
teachers still have questions. 

While it is clear Miles plans 
to cut teachers, her May 13 
memo does not say how many 
positions might be eliminat- 
ed, and her calculations for 
the ratio of pupils to teachers 
are unclear, Priser said. 

“TI would like to propose 
that you and I hold a series of 
town hall-style meetings, held

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Bomb kills contractor, State 
Department official, soldier

BAGHDAD — A roadside bomb struck a U.S. 
convoy in western Iraq, killing three Americans, 
including a senior State Department official, U.S. 
officials said Tuesday. 

The blast killed Terence Barnich, the deputy di- 
rector of the State Department’s Iraq Transition 
Assistance Office in Baghdad, as well as a U.S. 
soldier and a civilian contractor as their convoy 
left a construction site near Fallujah on Monday, 
military and government officials said. Two others 
were wounded. 

Insurgents have continued to sporadically tar- 
get American and Iraqi security forces in Fallujah, 
where four employees of the Blackwater security 
firm were ambushed in 2004 by insurgents and 
their remains strung from a bridge. 

The U.S. military withdrew last year from most of 
the cities in the vast Anbar province, including Fal- 
lujah, well before a June 30 deadline for U.S. troops 
to leave Iraq’s urban areas. 

Barnich, 56, of Chicago, and the others were 
returning from an inspection of a U.S. govern- 
ment-funded wastewater treatment plant under con- 
struction in Fallujah when their vehicle drove over 
a roadside bomb, said State Department spokesman 
Robert Wood. 

Like many cities in Iraq, Fallujah has a number 
of U.S.-supported reconstruction projects, many 
of them aimed at improving essential services and 
promoting businesses.

3 Soldiers killed by suicide bomb

Three U.S. soldiers and three 
Afghan civilians were killed by 
a suicide car bomber Tuesday 
in eastern Afghanistan’s Kapi- 
sa province, according to wire 
reports. 

Pro-Taliban insurgent leader 
Gulbuddin Hekmatyar’s Hezb- 
e-Islami organization claimed 
responsibility for the suicide car 
bomb attack on a military convoy. 
Waliullah, a spokesman for Hek- 
matyar, told wire services that 
the attack in the northern Sayat 
district killed the commander 
of the U.S. military’s provincial 
reconstruction team in Kapisa 
province. 

Waliullah’s claims could not be 
confirmed. 

A suicide bomber in a Toyota 
Corolla smashed into the mili- 
tary convoy outside the provin- 
cial capital, Abdul Halim Ayar, a 
spokesman for Kapisa’s governor, 
told The Associated Press. 

Tech. Sgt. Chuck Marsh, a 
U.S. military spokesman, told 
AP another U.S. servicemember 
was wounded in the attack. The 
soldiers served with NATO’s In- 
ternational Security Assistance 
Force. 

Two Afghan civilians also were 
wounded, the Interior Ministry 
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said in a statement according to 
The AP. 

Col. Greg Julian, the head U.S. 
military spokesman in Afghani- 
stan, said there were American 
casualties but did not have fur- 
ther details on the incident or 
whether a PRT leader was killed. 

Kapisa was once a hotbed of the 
insurgency, but coalition efforts 
there this year have been aimed 
at taking back key areas from in- 
surgents, flooding them with in- 
frastructure projects to maintain 
support. However, this progress 
was largely made before the tra- 
ditional summer fighting season 
kicked off. 

Bomb attacks will rise 50 per- 
cent this year to 5,700 — up from 
3,800 last year, U.S. military of- 
ficials predict. 

According to military figures, 
172 coalition forces were killed in 
such attacks last year — and far 
more Afghan civilians died. 

Taliban forces regularly use 
suicide attackers and roadside 
bombs in assaults on foreign and 
Afghan troops across the coun- 
try. Such attacks were up 25 per- 
cent the first four months of 2009 
compared with the same period 
last year, The AP reported.

SEOUL — North Korea report- 
edly tested two more short-range 
missiles Tuesday, a day after 
detonating a nuclear bomb un- 
derground, pushing the regime 
further toward a confrontation 
with world powers despite the 
threat of U.N. action. 

Two missiles — one ground- 
to-air, the other ground-to-ship 
— with a range of about 80 miles 
were test-fired from an east coast 
launchpad, South Korea’s Yonhap 
news agency reported, citing an 
unidentified government official. 

Pyongyang also warned ships 
to stay away from waters off its 
western coast this week, a sign 
it might be gearing up for more 
missile tests, South Korea’s coast 
guard said. 

North Korea is “trying to test 
whether they can intimidate the 
international community” with 
its nuclear and missile activity, 
said Susan Rice, U.S. ambassador 
to the United Nations. 

“But we are united, North Korea 
is isolated and pressure on North 
Korea will increase,” Rice said. 

North Korea appeared to be dis- 
playing its might following its un- 
derground atomic test, which the 
U.N. Security Council condemned 
as a “clear violation” of a 2006 res- 
olution banning the regime from 
developing its nuclear program. 

Even Russia, once a key backer 
of North Korea, condemned the 


test. Moscow’s U.N. Ambassa- 
dor Vitaly Churkin, the current 
Security Council president, said 
the 15-member council would 
begin work “quickly” on a new 
resolution. 

But many questioned whether 
new punishment from the U.N. 
would have any effect on a na- 
tion already penalized by nu- 
merous sanctions and clearly 
dismissive of the Security Coun- 
cil’s jurisdiction. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said he felt “frustrated 
by the lack of progress in the de- 
nuclearization process” and said 
North Korea’s only viable option 
was to return to the six-party 
talks on disarmament and con- 
tinue exchanges and cooperation 
with South Korea. 

In Japan, the lower house of 
parliament quickly passed an 
unanimous resolution condemn- 
ing the test and demanding that 
North Korea give up its nuclear 
program, a house spokeswoman 
said. It also is considering tight- 
ening sanctions against North 
Korea, the statement said. 

Seoul reacted to the nuclear 
test by signing on to the U.S.-led 
Proliferation Security  Initia- 
tive, joining 94 nations seeking 
to intercept ships suspected of 
carrying nuclear, chemical and 
biological weapons, materials to 
make them, or missiles to deliver 
them.

Gates plans 
meeting with 
Asian allies

ARLINGTON, Va. — One day 
after North Korea conducted 
what it claims was an under- 
ground nuclear test, the Pentagon 
announced that Secretary of De- 
fense Robert Gates will meet this 
weekend with his counterparts 
from Japan and South Korea. 

Pentagon press _ secretary 
Geoff Morrell told reporters 
the trilateral talks between the 
three countries’ defense leaders 
already were scheduled for Sat- 
urday as part of an annual gath- 
ering of Asian defense ministers 
in Singapore, known as the Shan- 
gri-La Dialogue. 

“Undoubtedly, the develop- 
ments in North Korea over the 
weekend will be a focus of that 
conversation,” he said. 

Gates first will give a speech 
on Saturday on security issues in 
the region. Later, he will meet pri- 
vately with the defense ministers 
of South Korea, Lee Sang-hee, 
and Japan, Yasukazu Hamada.

SEOUL — When Johnnie Davis heard 
Monday that North Korea had tested a nu- 
clear missile, her first thought was, “Here 
we go again.” 

Just a week and a half ago, her family, 
like all other U.S. military families across 
South Korea, had practiced procedures for 
emergency evacuation during the semi-an- 
nual Courageous Channel exercise. 

“In the back of your mind, you don’t 
think it'll actually be needed. But now it’s 
becoming more important to know how to 


with her two children, ages 8 and 11. Her 
husband is an Army officer at Camp Red 
Cloud, near the border with North Korea. 

“T wish I was back home, but I’m stuck,” 
she said. 

At U.S. Army Garrison-Yongsan, many 
troops, off duty because of a four-day Me- 
morial Day weekend, hadn’t heard about 
the test until a reporter told them Tuesday 
afternoon. Among them was Cpl. Lorenzo 
Hasiugulpiy, whose wife and two children 
live with him in Seoul. The couple is ex- 
pecting another child, and he said he now 
wonders if he should have brought his fam- 


“I’m worried now,” said Hasiugulpiy. 

If the situation escalated, he said he 
would consider sending his family back 
to the U.S. because he would be worried 
about their safety, and distracted from his 
job. 

Many troops, however, weren’t worried. 

Col. Darryl Murch, head of the 175th Fi- 
nancial Management Center, said he was 
concerned because North Korea had bro- 
ken its promise not to conduct more tests, 
and in doing so had made it more difficult 
for other countries to engage the commu- 
nist nation. But he wasn’t worried about 


“The threat has always been there,” he 
said. 

Meanwhile, many South Koreans 
seemed less concerned with the nuclear 
test and more with the circumstances sur- 
rounding the suicide of former President 
Roh Moo-hyun. 

“T understand that the global communi- 
ty or foreigners living abroad ... see North 
Korea as a big threat. But we, the South 
Koreans, living at the core of this issue 
don’t feel that way,” said Kwon Young-jun,

But for the first time, official 
North Korean media reports have 
mentioned that Kim gets weak 
or tired, and one photo showed a 
woman supporting him by hold- 
ing his arm. 

“This is showing the human 
side of him,” Pinkston said. “It’s 
unprecedented. All the reports 
show him being this superhuman 
being.” 

Nobody knows for sure who 
will succeed Kim, although most 
experts believe it will be one of 
his sons or his brother-in-law. 

David Garretson, a politics and 
economics professor for the Uni- 
versity of Maryland University 
College Asia in South Korea, said 
the test was a display of political 
stature and a way to gain leverage 
by showing that its nuclear tech- 


nology has improved. 

“Tt made the point that North 
Korea basically says, ‘You have 
to treat me as an equal, you have 
to treat us as a nuclear power, ” 
Garretson said in a phone inter- 
view Tuesday from South Korea. 

Garretson predicted the re- 
gime change would result in an 
internal power struggle between 
an ambitious military and Kim, 
which could lead to a coup d’etat. 

“The regime change is more of 
‘who will take his place,” Garret- 
son said. “In terms of domestic 
North Korean politics, there’s an 
inner power struggle of who will 
succeed it. There are some ambi- 
tious individuals in the military. 
It’s very much speculation, but 
it’s the scenario I would put out.” 

Monday’s atomic test and the 
rocket launch last month make 


Japan anxious, and may pressure 
it to develop nuclear weapons of its 
own, Garretson said. Most experts 
believe Japan could do that within 
six to nine months, he said.

French president opens 
first Gulf military base 


ABU DHABI, United Arab 
Emirates — French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy has formally 
opened his nation’s first military 
base in the Gulf. 

The ceremony Tuesday was 
part of a two-day trip that in- 
cludes a visit to the future site 
of a branch of the Louvre Mu- 
seum. Sarkozy is also seeking to 
push ahead a deal for the U.A.E 
to purchase twin-engined Rafael 
fighter jets. 

The base is France’s first 
major foreign military installa- 
tion since the 1960s and its first 
outside Africa. It is expected to 
contribute to anti-piracy patrols 
off Somalia and guard vital Per- 
sian Gulf shipping lanes.

MOSCOW — Russia was to sign 
a groundbreaking commercial 
contract Tuesday to supply U.S.

Australian officials urge passengers to stay home after outbreak on cruise ship

SYDNEY, Australia — About 2,000 passen- 
gers from a cruise ship that docked in Sydney 
have been advised to quarantine themselves 
for a week in their homes or hotels after at 
least nine cases of swine flu were confirmed 
on board, officials said Tuesday. 

The passengers disembarked on Monday 
after nine days cruising Australia’s Great 
Barrier Reef. 

By Tuesday, eight passengers and a crew- 
member had tested positive for swine flu with 
more diagnoses expected, the New South 
Wales state government said in a statement. 

A couple who married during the cruise, 


Kiralea and Nikki Campbell, and three rela- 
tives were among those who tested positive 
for the disease. 

“We shouldn’t have been allowed off the 
boat,” said Kiralea Campbell, who spent six 
hours suffering from flu symptoms at a Syd- 
ney airport before flying 600 miles to their 
hometown of Gold Coast. 

Health authorities were contacting and 
monitoring passengers who were unaware 
of the onboard illnesses and urging them to 
stay indoors for seven days, Health Minister 
Nicola Roxon said. 

The ship set sail Monday on another cruise 
with 2,000 passengers to the Great Barrier 


Reef using some of the same crew. 

Ann Sherry, chief executive of the ship’s op- 
erator Carnival Australia, said the crew were 
taking the antiviral Tamiflu as a precaution. 

“All the crew have been given Tamiflu so 
... that’s a very comprehensive set of require- 
ments and actions that we’ve taken,” Sherry 
told Australian Broadcasting Corp. radio. 

Chant rejected criticism from some pas- 
sengers that the crew should not have been 
allowed to leave. 

“T think that the public health measures we 
put in place were appropriate to the circum- 
stances that we were confronted with,” she 
said. 


Israelis make arrest in death of American teenager

JERUSALEM — Israeli detec- 
tives have arrested a man who 
confessed to the 2003 murder of 
a U.S.-born teenager and three 
other killings, including that of a 
Czech tourist, police announced 
Tuesday. 

Police identified the suspect as 
a 32-year-old man from an Arab 
village in northern Israel, the re- 
gion where the killings occurred. 
The man, Adwan Farhan, was 


year-old Dana Bennett captured 
the nation’s attention at the time, 
since abductions are rare in Israel 
and it happened during a period 
of intense fighting with the Pales- 
tinians.

Bennett’s remains were dis- 
covered in a field last month but 
were only identified last week.

Algarassi said Farhan commit- 
ted his first murder at 18. 

In July 2003, Algarassi said, 
Farhan and a 16-year-old girl- 
friend picked up Czech hitch 
hiker Sylvia Molrova, 27, killed 


her and dumped her body in a re- 
mote spot. 

The same month, the couple 
lured Bennett into their vehicle 
and Farhan beat her to death and 
again concealed the body in the 
northern hills. She was not raped, 
Algarassi added. 

In 2004 or 2005, he allegedly 
attempted to murder his sister. 

Police said Farhan, who had 
been arrested for sexual offenses, 
arms possession and armed rob- 
bery, also killed a cellmate.

in cancer 
case agree 
to chemo

NEW ULM, Minn. — The 
parents of a Minnesota boy who 
refused chemotherapy for his 
cancer have told a judge they now 
agree to the medical treatment, 
and the judge says the boy can 
stay with them. 

Daniel Hauser, 13, has Hodg- 
kin’s lymphoma. He and his moth- 
er missed a court appearance last 
week and left the state to avoid 
chemo and try to get alternative 
treatments. Colleen and Anthony 
Hauser now say they understand 
their son needs chemotherapy. 

Daniel returned to Minnesota 
on Monday after almost a week 
on the run. A doctor’s exam 
showed a tumor in his chest has 
grown and is pushing against his 
trachea, causing pain. 

Brown County Family Servic- 
es objected to the ruling, saying 
they wanted Daniel to stay in the 
county’s custody. 

Daniel spent Monday in the pro- 
tective custody of Brown County, 
but was allowed to spend the night 
at the family farm in Sleepy Eye, 
with a deputy on duty. 

As late as Monday, the Hausers 
and Daniel were insisting he did 
not want to undergo chemothera- 
py and were seeking permission 
to treat him by alternative, court- 
approved methods. 

County Attorney James Olson 
said that because Colleen Hauser 
returned to Minnesota volun- 
tarily, he would likely dismiss a 
felony complaint against her. FBI 
spokesman E.K. Wilson said a fed- 
eral charge of unauthorized flight 
would also likely be dropped. 

“A lot depends upon the attitude 
of the parents, their willingness 
to get on board with a treatment 
plan,” Olson said Monday. 

There was no immediate re- 
sponse to a message left at the 
Hausers’ home Tuesday seeking 
comment.

SAN FRANCISCO — The state 
Supreme Court upheld a voter-ap- 
proved ban on same-sex marriage 
Tuesday, but also decided that the 
estimated 18,000 gay couples who 
wed before the law took effect will 
stay married. 

The 6-1 decision written by 
Chief Justice Ron George reject- 
ed an argument from gay rights 
activists that the ban revised the 
California constitution’s equal 
protection clause to such a dra- 
matic degree that it first needed 
the Legislature’s approval. 

The court said the people have 
a right, through the ballot box, to 
change their constitution. 

“In a sense, petitioners’ and the 
attorney general’s complaint is 
that it is just too easy to amend the 
California constitution through 
the initiative process. But it is not 
a proper function of this court to 
curtail that process; we are con- 
stitutionally bound to uphold it,” 
the ruling said. 


Calitornia Supreme Court 
upholds gay marriage ban

The announcement of the deci- 
sion caused outcry among a sea 
of demonstrators who had gath- 
ered in front of the San Francisco 
courthouse awaiting the ruling. 
Holding signs and many wav- 
ing rainbow flags, they chanted 
“shame on you.” Many people also 
held hands in a chain around an 





intersection in an act of protest. 

Gay rights activists immediate- 
ly vowed to resume their fight, and 
said they would go back to voters 
as early as next year to repeal the 
measure, Proposition 8. 

The split decision provided 
some relief for the 18,000 gay cou- 
ples who married in the brief time 
same-sex marriage was legal last 
year, but that bit of good news 
wasn’t enough to dull the anger 
from the ruling that banned gay 
marriage. 

“Tt’s not about whether we get to 
stay married. Our fight is far from 
over,” said Jeannie Rizzo, 62, who 
was one of the lead plaintiffs along 
with her wife, Polly Cooper. I have 
about 20 years left on this earth, 
and I’m going to continue to fight 
for equality every day.” 

The state Supreme Court had 
ruled last May it was unconstitu- 
tional to deny gay couples the right 
to wed. Many same-sex couples 
had rushed to get married before 
the November vote on Proposition 
8, fearing it could be passed. 


Pentagon: 5 percent of detainees return to terror

WASHINGTON — The Pentagon says about 5 
percent of terror suspects released from the U.S. 
navy prison at Guantanamo Bay so far have re- 
turned to the fight against the U.S. and its allies. 

Data released Tuesday suggest that an addi- 
tional 9 percent of freed Guantanamo detainees 
are suspected to have rejoined what the Pentagon 


defines as terrorist activity. 


In all, 74 of approximately 540 detainees that 
have been released have either returned or are be- 
lieved to have returned to the fight. 

The Pentagon says it has fingerprints, DNA, 


photos or reliable intelligence to link 27 detain- 


ees to the war since their release. Some constitu- 
tional lawyers have disputed the data because it is 
not specific about the evidence used to track the 


detainees.

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U.S., Canada sign 
law enforcement pact 


DETROIT — U.S. Homeland 
Security Secretary Janet Na- 
politano and Canada’s minister 
of public safety have signed an 
agreement to allow the two na- 
tions to help enforce each others’ 
laws across the border. 

Napolitano and Peter Van Loan 
signed the agreement Tuesday at 
the Ambassador Bridge, which 
connects Detroit and Windsor, 
Ontario. 

The pact will allow officers 
from the Royal Canadian Mount- 
ed Police and U.S. Coast Guard to 
ride each others’ vessels on joint 
patrols and specific enforcement 
operations. Vessels now must stop 
at the border and call the other 
country’s agencies for help. 

Such efforts have been tested 
in the past, such as during Super 
Bowl XL in Detroit in 2006. 


Hedge fund to return 
Madoff withdrawals 


NEW YORK — The pool of 
money available to compensate 
victims of Bernard Madoff’s 
massive Ponzi scheme is getting 
bigger. 

A Swiss hedge fund affiliated 
with Spain’s largest bank has 
agreed to return $235 million 
that it withdrew from its accounts 
with Madoff before the scheme 
collapsed. 

Geneva-based Optimal Invest- 
ment Services will make the pay- 
ment. It is controlled by Banco 
Santander, one of the biggest vic- 
tims in Madoff’s fraud. 


Traffic, business flow 
at NYC blast site 


NEW YORK — Traffic and 
business are back to normal on 
Manhattan’s Upper East Side 
after a small bomb blast. 

No one was injured in the ex- 
plosion early Monday. 

It destroyed a sidewalk bench 
and shattered windows at a Star- 
bucks near the Guggenheim mu- 
seum. The coffee shop was open 
Tuesday morning, although the 
windows hadn’t yet been fixed. 

Police Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly says investigators are look- 
ing into similarities between that 
explosion and three others in the 
past four years. 


Kidnapping trial of

BOSTON — The judge hear-

Eleven of the 16 jurors needed 
were chosen Tuesday. 

Rockefeller, whose real name 
is Christian Karl Gerhartsre- 
iter, is accused of snatching his 7- 
year-old daughter, Reigh, during 
a supervised visit in Boston in 
July after losing custody to his ex- 
wife. He and the girl were found 
six days later in Baltimore. 

Authorities said he planned 
the kidnapping for months in ad- 
vance and planned to live quietly 
with his daughter in a Baltimore 
condominium he had bought two 
weeks earlier.

Gollob points to a machine 
that easily fits in a bag the 
size of a purse. It’s a universal 
translator. It is being tested in 
Iraq by DARPA — the Defense 
Advanced Research Projects 
Agency — the research and 
development works in Arling- 
ton, Va., where Gollob is a 
contractor. 

The machine interprets the 
spoken word. You talk in Eng- 
lish. It repeats whatever you 
said in spoken Iraqi Arabic. It 
then awaits a response from the 
Iraqi, and talks back to you in 
English. 

It’s pretty good, said Mari 
Maeda, the program’s man- 
ager. About 70 percent or 80 
percent accurate. Not as good 
as a human. But the number of 
human interpreters willing to 
work around gunfire is finite.

such devices will be as common as 
music players. 

Independently, Google is deploy- 
ing its strikingly successful Trans- 
late project. It instantly translates 
text among 41 languages from 
Bulgarian to Hindi with surpris- 
ing felicity. The big question is 
how soon Google will release a 
voice version, making the world’s 
cell phones multilingual. 


‘Electronic brain’ 


On Jan. 7, 1954, IBM announced, 
with great fanfare: “Russian was 
translated into English by an elec- 
tronic ‘brain’ today for the first 
time.” Routine machine transla- 
tion, we were told, was only five 
years away. 

Half a century later, comput- 
ers have mastered challenges that 
impress even geneticists, chess 
grandmasters and research li- 
brarians. But machines still have 
the devil’s own time with routines 


common to any healthy 2-year-old. 
Becoming fluent with languages, 
for example. 

The explosion of the Web, how- 
ever, has enabled a revolution. 

Like so many successful human 
approaches, it relies on brute force 
and ignorance. 

This method cares little for how 
any language works. It just looks 
at huge amounts of text translated 
into different languages by hu- 
mans. Then it lets the machine sta- 
tistically express the probability 
that words in one language line up 
in a fashion comparable to another 
set of words in another language. 

For this statistical approach to 
work, of course, you need astound- 
ing computer power and zillions of 
pages of text. 

Whom does this make you think 
of? 

Google, perhaps? 

“Tt is coming,” Peter Norvig said 
of the day when cell phones trans- 
late conversation. “We don’t an- 


nounce things before their time.” 

Norvig is the director of re- 
search at Google. He refers to pro- 
fessional human translators as “a 
small guild” carving up a market 
of a few billion dollars. With Google 
Translate, he’s talking about mak- 
ing billions of routine pages more 
available than ever for billions of 
ordinary people. 


Assembling language 


The world’s common language 
is not English, it’s broken English, 
said Alex Waibel, of Carnegie Mel- 
lon, a DARPA principal investiga- 
tor, born in Germany, who spends 
his life in global conferences where 
English is everybody’s second or 
fourth language. Eighty percent 
machine accuracy is better than 
some very large portion of these 
alleged English speakers, he said. 

“Human translators aren’t actu- 
ally that great,” Waibel said. In one 
study, people listened to a machine 
interpreter and then were asked 
questions to measure their grasp 
of content. The score was 64 on a 
100-point scale. But when they did 
the same test with a human simul- 
taneous interpreter, the result was 
not a lot better — a 74. 

“When humans try to figure out 
how to translate one thing, they 
drop their attention as to what’s 
coming in the next graph,” Waibel 
said. “And they’re human. They 
get tired. They get bored.” 

A good machine can really lu- 
bricate human connection, Waibel 
said. When global researchers 
hit the town after a conference 
in Japan, they plopped one of his 
translators down on the table. A 
grand old sake-fueled time was 
had, as they communicated in 
ways beyond the unaided capabili- 
ties of any of them.

Coldplay singer Martin says the band’s the thing 


espite being the adored, much analyzed 

and fantasized about lead singer of one 

of the planet’s biggest rock bands, Chris 

Martin of Coldplay is practical, even 
humble about his role. 

“It just comes from pure gratitude at being 
given this job, particularly in a period of time 
when music is hard to be employed by,” Martin 
says of the free CDs that Coldplay is giving to 
concert-goers on their U.S. tour, which kicked off 
earlier this month in West Palm Beach, Fla. 

“We wanted to give something to the people 
who have paid money to come see us or buy the 
album,” he adds, referring to “Viva La Vida,” the 
best-selling album in the world in 2008. “It’s like a 
reward system in a grocery store.” 

Material sustenance is not what most fans think 
of when it comes to Coldplay’s music or its live 
shows, which are known for the passionate con- 
nection that Martin makes with audiences. The 
free CD, “LeftRightLeftRightLeft,” with nine live 
songs culled from the band’s last tour, is 
partly an attempt to capture that link. 

“Tt is like a snapshot of where we’re at at the 
moment as a band,” Martin says. “Hopefully nine 
little morsels of where we are at the moment. It’s 
supposed to give an overview of how we sound now 
and mostly how our audience is with that.” 

The combination of Martin’s charisma and emo- 
tionally introspective, obliquely poetic lyrics, and 
Coldplay’s darkly anthemic, lushly melodic music 
has proved to be potent. The group has grown 
steadily in stature and sales since debuting in 2000 
with “Parachutes,” quickly shooting from indie 
darlings to the top of the U.S. and global charts. 
Their third album, 2005’s “X&Y,” 
sold 8 million copies in the first year, while “Viva 
La Vida or Death and All His Friends” 
sold 6.7 million physical and downloaded copies 
— stellar figures in an age of free downloads 
and splintering audiences. 

The press, however, has been divided on Cold- 
play and on Martin himself. The band’s music 
has been criticized as indulgent and repetitive, 
while Martin, who is married to actor Gwyneth 
Paltrow (the couple have two children, Apple,

Remove roadblocks to PTSD treatment

y brother, Jim, was a soldier once, 
| \ | but when he died, at age 53, he was 
long past the time when anyone 
called him a hero. He died alone, in pov- 
erty, alienated from family and friends, his 
life and death complicated by war wounds 
that penetrated far deeper than the pieces 
of shrapnel that earned him his Purple 
Heart. Jim was a Vietnam combat engineer 
who survived the war but later became an- 
other kind of 
statistic — a 
lost soul, a 
veteran who 
never recov- 
ered from his experiences. 

Jim didn’t seek help, nor did the Army 
offer it during his 20-year military career. 
Instead, to try to deal with his pain, he 
began to drink. He was forced into retire- 
ment when he was 37, with nothing but a 
drawer full of medals, a subsistence-level 
pension and a crushed spirit. 

We hear a lot of talk about post-traumatic 
stress disorder afflicting troops and veter- 
ans. To its credit, the military has tried to 
update its attitudes and systems to accom- 
modate the growing number of trauma- 
tized soldiers returning from our current 
wars in Afghanistan and Iraq. But PTSD 
is still viewed as an abnormal response to 
battlefield trauma rather than the reaction 
of a normal person to the horrors of war. 
And so the stigma remains. 

Tragically, it is often left to individual 
soldiers and veterans to seek help. Many 
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are career military, as my brother was, 
and they fear the dishonor associated with 
a diagnosis of PTSD. 

And when veterans do file a claim, the 
process is so convoluted, humiliating and 
intimidating that it creates fresh emotional 
wounds. The Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs places claimants in the position of 
having to relive the trauma, analyze its 
impact and recall names, dates and places 
that may be months or years in the past. 


The lengthy filing form includes a de- 
tailed essay on the exact event that caused 
PTSD. 

But PTSD is not like a shrapnel wound 
that pierces the skin at a precise moment. 
It may develop over time and not be evi- 
dent for years or even decades after the 
fact. There are so many roadblocks on the 
way to a successful PTSD claim that some 
veterans just give up. Some die before their 
claims have made it through the process. 
Some commit suicide. 

Imagine how different this bleak picture 
might look if professional mental health 
screening were required for all troops, 
both before and after combat — along with 
an adequate force of trained psychiatrists, 
psychologists and social workers to meet 
the demand. It’s an obvious first step, but 
it would require an organizational and fi- 
nancial commitment from Congress, the 
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VA and the current administration. Un- 
fortunately, for most people, PTSD is an 
abstraction. The lonely battle of lobbying 
for better services is mostly left to inde- 
pendent veterans groups and families of 
the afflicted. 

There is a significant disconnect be- 
tween what we say about supporting our 
troops and what we actually do. We seem 
to despise the weakness of the wounded 
soldier, especially when it is manifested by

mental illness, social alienation or unde- 
fined degenerative diseases. Today’s war 
heroes too often become tomorrow’s poor, 
many living in rundown apartment com- 
plexes around military bases, where they 
can squeeze out discounts for their essen- 
tial needs. 

We buried Jim on Sept. 10, 2001, and 
barely had achance to grieve when thoughts 
of our brother were blown from our minds. 
A new war was engaged, with an army of 
fresh names and faces. The familiar chant 
spilled out from the soul of a nation blind to 
its meaning: Support our troops. Now, as so 
many of our brave soldiers make their long 
journey home, the question remains: Can 
we give dignity in peace?

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Court pick on board with identity politics

WASHINGTON 
esponding to early 19th- 
Recs rumors that they 
drank excessively, the 
Supreme Court justices decided 
to drink nothing on conference 
days — unless it was raining. At 
the next conference, Chief Jus- 
tice John Marshall asked Joseph 
Story to scan the sky for signs 
of rain. When Story said he saw 
none, Marshall said: “Our ju- 
risdiction extends over so large 
a territory that the doctrine of 
chances makes it certain that it 
must be raining somewhere — let 
us refresh ourselves.” 

Americans have argued about 
the court’s jurisdiction forever. 
They should not stop, especially 
now that the president has nomi- 
nated U.S. Appeals Court Judge 
Sonia Sotomayor. 

The 1987 fight over President 
Ronald Reagan’s nomination of 
Robert Bork interred the tradi- 
tion that the Senate, in evaluat- 
ing judicial nominees, would not 
delve deeply into the nominee’s 
jurisprudential thinking. Bork’s 
defeat was unjust, but the new 
approach to confirmations was 
overdue, given the court’s in- 
creasingly central role in Ameri- 
can governance. 

Before Sotomayor’s confirma- 
tion hearings begin, the Supreme 
Court probably will overturn a 
ruling she supported on the 2nd 
Circuit — the propriety of New 
Haven, Conn., canceling fire de- 
partment promotions because 
there were no African-Ameri- 
cans (although there was a His- 
panic) among the 18 firemen the 


selection test made eligible for 
promotion. A three-judge panel 
of 2nd Circuit judges, including 
Sotomayor, affirmed a district 
court’s dismissal of the firemen’s 
complaint, doing so in a perfunc- 
tory and unpublished order that 
acknowledged none of the large 
constitutional questions involved. 

Stuart Taylor of the National 
Journal calls this “a process so 
peculiar as to fan suspicions that 
some or all of the judges were em- 
barrassed by the ugliness of the 
actions that they were blessing 
and were trying to sweep the case 
quietly under the rug, perhaps to 
avoid Supreme Court review or 
public criticism, or both.” Tay- 
lor says that when “the circuit’s 
more conservative judges got 
wind of the case,” they sought to 
have it reheard by the full 2nd 
Circuit. They failed but success- 
fully argued that the Supreme 
Court should take the case. 

Taylor has also noted this from 
a Sotomayor speech to a Hispanic 
group: “I would hope that a wise 
Latina woman with the richness 
of her experiences would more 
often than not reach a better con- 
clusion (as a judge) than a white 
male who hasn’t lived that life.” 
Says Taylor, “Imagine the reac- 
tion if someone had unearthed in 
2005 aspeechin which then-Judge 
Samuel Alito had asserted, for ex- 
ample: ‘I would hope that a white 
male with the richness of his tra- 
ditional American values would 
reach a better conclusion than a 
Latina woman who hasn’t lived 
that life’ — and had proceeded to 
speak of ‘inherent physiological 
or cultural differences.’”’

Her ethnicity aside, Sotomay- 
or is a conventional choice. The 
court will remain composed en- 
tirely of former appellate court 
judges. And like conventional 
liberals, she embraces identity 
politics, including the idea of cat- 
egorical representation: A person 
is what his or her race, ethnicity, 
gender or sexual preference is, 


and members of a particular cat- 
egory can be represented — un- 
derstood, empathized with — only 
by people of the same identity. 
Democrats compounded confu- 
sion by thinking of the court as a 
representative institution. Such 
personalization of the judicial 
function subverts the rule of law. 
In the 1978 Bakke case involv- 


ing racial preferences in admis- 
sions to a California medical 
school, the opinion written by 
Justice Lewis Powell said race 
can be a “plus” factor for certain 
government-preferred minori- 
ties. But according to Powell’s 
biographer (John Jeffries of 
the University of Virginia Law 
School), when the justices con- 
ferred on the case and Thurgood 
Marshall said such preferences 
would be needed for another cen- 
tury, Powell was “speechless.” In 
2003, affirming the constitution- 
ality of racial preferences in uni- 
versity admissions, Sandra Day 
O’Connor, writing for the major- 
ity, said such preferences would 
be unnecessary in 25 years — 19 
years from now. How long does 
Sotomayor think they will be nec- 
essary? What are her criteria of 
necessity? 

Perhaps Sotomayor subscribes 
to the Thurgood Marshall doc- 
trine: “You do what you think is 
right and let the law catch up” 
(quoted in the Stanford Law Re- 
view, summer 1992). Does she 
think the figure of Justice should 
lift her blindfold, an emblem of 
impartiality, and be partial to cer- 
tain categories of people? A bet- 
ter jurisprudential doctrine was 
expressed by a certain Illinois 
state legislator in a 2001 radio 
interview: “The Constitution is a 
charter of negative liberties. ... It 
says what the federal government 
can’t do to you, but it doesn’t say 
what the federal government or 
the state government must do on 
your behalf.”

DOD can help ensure overseas ballots are counted

ne of the failures in an otherwise 

smooth November election is the un- 

counted votes of many of our nation’s 
military members serving abroad. They 
are unequivocally the most disadvantaged 
of all eligible voters. According to a recent 
report conducted by the Pew Center on the 
States, only 26 percent of the absentee bal- 
lots requested by military personnel were 
actually cast in the 2006 election. Compare 
that to the 85 percent of all voters’ absentee 
ballots that were cast. 

A grateful nation thanks our military 
men and women for their service and sac- 
rifice. As such, Congress should take ac- 
tion to fix military voting problems. The 
impediments that disenfranchise thou- 
sands of troops overseas were highlighted 
in a 2007 Election Assistance Commission 
(EAC) survey report on the 2006 election: 
Of the 992,034 ballots sent to military 
and overseas voters, more than 660,000 
were never returned to election officials 
to be counted. Action is needed to fix this 
problem. 

Although the EAC isn’t expected to re- 
lease the 2008 election report until Sep- 
tember, we suspect that it will reflect more 
of the same — thousands of military ab- 
sentee ballots unaccounted for. Action is 
needed to fix this problem. 

According to the EAC’s report on the 
2006 election, 70 percent of all rejected 
absentee ballots were returned undeliver- 
able, and 23 percent were rejected by elec- 





tion officials because they were returned 
after deadlines stipulated by state law. In 
other words, overseas military personnel 
— who have little to no control of their geo- 
graphic assignments - aren’t able to keep 
their records updated with local election 
officials, and those who actually receive 
their ballot usually don’t have sufficient 
time to return it before the state’s deadline. 
Action is needed to fix this problem. 

That is why we reintroduced the Mili- 
tary Voting Protection (MVP) Act. It would 
establish procedures for the collection, 
transportation and tracking of marked 
absentee ballots from overseas uniformed 


services voters to ensure that the ballots 
are delivered in time to be counted, while 
safeguarding voter privacy and ballot se- 
crecy. Specifically, the bill would require 
the Department of Defense to utilize postal 
express mail services and would ensure 
that ballots submitted for delivery four 
days before the elections would arrive in 
time to be counted. 

This is one common-sense step to fix 
the problem. My colleagues and I are also 
currently looking at additional reforms

The officer identified herself as 
a police officer to the couple. But 
police say the woman and man 
punched and bit the officer and 
fled. 

Police arrested the couple and 
charged them with assault and 
battery on a police officer. 


Tax oversight lightens 
council member’s load 


DETROIT — A Detroit 

city council member has 
paid $68 in property taxes this 
year because city records say her 
home doesn’t exist. 

JoAnn Watson’s brick Tudor- 
style home on the city’s west side 
has been occupied since 1926, but 
city records have classified the 
parcel as an empty lot for the past 
decade. 

Owners of comparable homes 
pay $2,000 to $6,500 in property 
taxes. 

Watson told the Detroit Free 
Press she thought the steep drop 
in property taxes was a result of 
tornado damage. 


Barn burns decades 
after blaze hit same spot 


ROME — A fire has deci- 
mated an upstate New 
York barn, striking more than 30 
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years after a blaze destroyed an- 
other barn on the same spot and 
killed two children. 

Edward Tyler remembers the 
first time his family’s barn in 
northern Rome burned down in 
the 1970s, with two local children 
caught in the flames. 

This time, he and his wife 
thought they smelled someone 
having a cookout. But later they 
realized the barn that had been re- 
built on the same spot was on fire. 

They rushed to let their cows out 
of the barn, but three died. 


Hawaii’s construction 
workers out of work 


Fa HONOLULU — Thousands 
B of out-of-work construc- 
tion workers in Hawaii are taking 
up odd jobs, turning off their cell 
phones to save money and attend- 
ing job fairs in a desperate search 
for employment. 

About 45 percent of the Hawaii 
Carpenters Union’s 7,300 members 
are out of work, and the union’s 
membership has fallen by 500 over 
the last year, said Ron Taketa, the 
union’s financial secretary. 

Some workers have stopped 
using their cell phones to pinch 
pennies, but that isn’t helping them 
find jobs, said Kyle Chock, execu- 
tive director of Pacific Resource 
Partnership, which serves as a 
bridge between Hawaii’s leading 
contractors and the Hawaii Car- 
penters Union.

Preliminary information indi- 
cated that Banks was an invited 
guest at the party who got into a 
physical fight with his ex-wife, 
Wessing said. 

He allegedly went to his vehicle, 
got a gun, returned to the party 
and opened fire, killing his 38- 
year-old ex-wife and a 32-year-old 
man, Wessing said. 
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San Diego fire damages 
homes, burns 100 acres 
C FALLBROOK — Offi- 

cials say a 100-acre brush 
fire that has damaged three homes 
in arural community in north San 
Diego County was sparked by 
human activity. 

California Department of For- 
estry and Fire Protection Capt. 
Nick Schuler says the fire was 15 
percent contained and is expected 
to be fully surrounded this week. 

Nostructures are threatened and 
no injuries have been reported. 

Schuler says it’s unclear wheth- 


er the blaze was intentionally set 
or an accident. 


Attempt to keep eggs 
warm sparks house fire

No one was hurt in the fire. 

Officials told WMUR-TV that it 
was sparked by a homemade incu- 
bator that had been set up inside 
the house.

North Texas horses to 
help wounded veterans 


EGAN — The Army 
hasn’t used horses, except 
in ceremonies, since the 1930s. 

But Janie Dann, a volunteer at 
Wings of Hope Equitherapy in 
Johnson County, wants to intro- 
duce horses to a new generation 
of soldiers who are struggling to 
overcome debilitating injuries 
from their service. 

Long accustomed to working 
with people with multiple sclero- 
sis, cerebral palsy, paralysis and 
Down syndrome, Wings of Hope 
wants to implement a program to 
help wounded Iraq and Afghani- 
stan veterans. 

The horses are ready, and so are 
the instructors and volunteers. The 
funding, they say, is not a problem 
either. All they’re missing is the 
veterans. 

But the Veterans Affairs Depart- 
ment’s Medical Center in Dallas 
doesn’t yet know enough about the 
program to sign off. Dr. Richard 
Robinson, who leads the VA’s poly- 
trauma medicine unit in Dallas, 
said he and others would need to 
better understand Wings of Hope 
before sending patients.

PARIS — Serena Williams 
struggled to close her match at a 
windy French Open on Tuesday, 
wasting eight match points before 
finally beating Klara Zakopalova 
of the Czech Republic 6-3, 6-7 (5), 
6-4. 

The second-seeded Williams 
was broken twice during the sec- 
ond set, including when she was 
serving for the match at 5-4. At 
5-3 with Zakopalova serving, she 
had five match points but couldn’t 
end it. 

Zakopalova saved three more 
match points before holding to 5- 
3 in the third set, then broke Wil- 
liams in the next game to get back 
on serve. 

“T think Serena will be playing 
better and better each round, so 
it was the best chance to at least 
play with her or beat her,” Zako- 
palova said. “She’s Serena.” 

Williams completed her Serena 
Slam at the French Open in 2002, 
winning her fourth straight Grand 
Slam title. If she wins at Roland 
Garros this year, she’ll have won 
three majors in a row after vic- 
tories at the U.S. Open and the 
Australian Open. She reached 
the final at Wimbledon last year, 
but lost to big sister Venus in the 
final. 

Third-seeded Jelena Jankovic, 
No. 4 Elena Dementieva and No. 
7 Svetlana Kuznetsova also ad- 
vanced among the women, while 
No. 4 Novak Djokovic, No. 5 Juan 
Martin del Potro, No. 9 Jo-Wil- 
fried Tsonga and 2003 French 
Open champion Juan Carlos Fer- 
rero made it through on the men’s 
side.

so lucky. The No. 15 seed lost to 
Argentinan qualifier Leonardo 
Mayer 2-6, 6-7 (6), 7-5. It is May- 
er’s first time in a Grand Slam 
tournament. 

Blake has never been past the 
third round at Roland Garros. 
The American made more than 
twice as many unforced errors as 
Mayer. 

Jankovic dominated her oppo- 
nent before a 2-hour rain delay, 
and then did well enough after 
it to beat Petra Cetkovska of the 
Czech Republic 6-2, 6-3. 

The Serb, once ranked No. 1, 
was leading 4-1 when the rain 
started at Roland Garros. She 
quickly completed the first set 
when play resumed and contin- 
ued to play well on Cetkovska’s 
serve in the second but was bro- 
ken twice on her own. 

“T was controlling the points ... 
but then we had to stop because 
of the rain,’ Jankovic said. “I 
felt a little bit slow after the rain 
delay.” 

While serving for the match, 
Jankovic again struggled and was 
forced to save break points before 
finally winning. 

“The serve was all right. I 
didn’t go for too much,” said 
Jankovic, who added the balls 
were heavier than usual because 
of the wet weather. “I just tried to 
have a high percentage.” 

Jankovic finished last season 
as the top-ranked player on the 
women’s tour, but the 24-year-old 
Serb is still looking to win her first 
Grand Slam singles title after los- 
ing in the final of last year’s U.S. 
Open. 

Kuznetsova defeated Claire 
Feuerstein of France 6-1, 6-4. 
The 2004 U.S. Open champion 
also dominated before the rain 
started falling, leading 5-1. 

Djokovic advanced when Nico- 
las Lapentti of Ecuador retired 
while trailing 6-3, 3-1 after injur- 
ing his left ankle. Lapentti hurt

The imitation Kroenke then 
announced that he is “the owner 
of the soon-to-be NBA champion 
Denver Nuggets. And I cannot 
stand the WWE or its fans, for 
that matter.”

SAN DIEGO — Finally, Tony 
Gwynn could exhale. 

After enduring two long nights 
and spending hour after hour 
on his computer keeping track 
of college baseball tournaments 
across the country, Gwynn and 
his San Diego State Aztecs got the 
news Monday morning that they 
were indeed going to the NCAA 
regionals. 

“The fact that we got in — big 
relief,’ the Hall of Famer said 
after watching the selection show 
with his team. “It was like, ‘All 
right, we’re in, so let’s focus in on 
the baseball now.’ 

“We’re very excited about 
being in.” 

SDSU and its ace right-hander, 
Stephen Strasburg, will play ACC 
champion Virginia on Friday at 
Irvine, Calif., followed by defend- 
ing national champion Fresno 
State against UC Irvine, which is 
ranked No. 1 in most polls. 

Gwynn had already been 
through emotional extremes in 
the previous 72 hours. The for- 
mer Padres star was thrilled to be 
able to break the news to his son, 
Tony Jr., that he’d been acquired 
by San Diego on Thursday. Hours 
later, the Aztecs rallied for eight 
runs in the eighth inning to beat 
Utah 9-8 and reach the champion- 
ship round of the Mountain West 
Conference tournament. 

Then came a double bummer, 
losses to Utah on Friday and 
Saturday that forced the Aztecs 
to wait until Monday morning to 
find out if they would play on. 

Gwynn figured SDSU (40-21) 
had a chance of getting a postsea- 
son berth but also knew that the 
Mountain West had never gotten 
more than one team in. It ended 
up getting three — TCU, which is 
hosting a regional; Utah, which 
won the conference tournament 
as the No. 6 seed; and SDSU. 

It’s taken Gwynn seven seasons 
in his dream job to get his alma 
mater back to the NCAA region- 
als. Their last postseason appear- 
ance was in 1991, when he was 
halfway through his 20-season 
career with the Padres. 

Gwynn got the SDSU job even 
before he was finished with his 
Padres career. The school an- 
nounced in September 2001 that 
Gwynn — who was a baseball and 
basketball star during his SDSU 
career — would replace retiring 
Jim Dietz starting with the 2003 
season. Gwynn showed up on 
campus the morning after his last 
game in the big leagues and spent 
the 2002 season as a volunteer 


assistant. 

Gwynn doesn’t necessarily 
think this berth validates what 
he’s done. 

“T don’t know about validation, 
it’s just about time,” Gwynn said. 
“T think people are saying, ‘Yeah, 
it’s about time, you’ve been there 
seven years.’ We finally got here. 
This is where we’ve wanted to go 
the whole time. 

“T said that at the beginning of 
the year — we’ve got to climb this 
mountain. We’ve been climbing, 
climbing, climbing; almost get to 
the top and slide back down. This 
year we’ve finally gotten to it, and 
so now, let’s keep going. Let’s see 
how far we can go.” 

Gwynn admitted the previous 
two nights were rough. All the 
Aztecs needed was one victory 
against Utah to clinch the Moun- 
tain West’s automatic berth. 

Gwynn said he spent more time 
on his computer during the week- 
end than ever before, trying to 
figure out how the NCAA bracket 
would sketch out. 

“T still felt like we were going to 
get in,” he said. 

Gwynn said the Aztecs prob- 
ably will start Strasburg in the 
opener on Friday. Strasburg, the 
likely No. 1 overall draft pick, is 
13-0 with a 1.24 ERA. He no-hit 
Air Force in his last home start. 

There was no question Stras- 
burg was a factor in the Aztecs 
getting the berth, Gwynn said. 

“Best player in the country, 
people want to see him,” the 
coach said. “That’s kind of like 
our ace in the hole. You want it 
to be on merit. We won 40 games. 
There aren’t many teams in this 
field that won 40 games. We felt 
like we were worthy. Having the 
best player in the country didn’t 
hurt. It worked out. We’re in.” 

Gwynn is OK with a No. 3 seed 
in a tough bracket. 

“It’s another opportunity,” 
he said. “It’s a very competitive 
bracket. We’ve got the defending 
national champion, the ACC tour- 
nament champion, UC Irvine, and 
us. We’re getting a lot of pub, too. 
It should be good. It should be in- 
teresting. It’s close enough where 
our fans can come watch us play, 
too. So we’re excited.” 

Gwynn’s phone rang while he 
was talking to reporters at Tony 
Gwynn Stadium. It was his pitch- 
ing coach, Rusty Filter. 

“Between the eight-run eighth 
and Anthony getting traded to 
the Padres, and now making it to

Detroit one victory from Cup finals

DETROIT — The Detroit Red Wings had 3-1 
series leads twice in the playoffs last year and 
failed to advance on home ice either time. 

Detroit did, though, beat the Pittsburgh 
Penguins to win the Stanley Cup after elimi- 
nating the Dallas Stars. Both series ended in 
Game 6 on the road. 

The defending champions would like to 
make things a little easier on themselves 
Wednesday night against the Chicago Black- 
hawks in Game 5 of the Western Conference 
finals. 

“You want to finish it as soon as you can,” 
Detroit defenseman Brian Rafalski said Mon- 
day, a day after the Red Wings beat Chicago 
6-1 in Game 4. “Obviously, we have some 
banged-up bodies. 

“We want to get them healthy, and the best 
way to do that is to finish it as soon as you 
can.” 

MVP finalist Pavel Datsyuk (foot) has 
missed two games, six-time Norris Trophy- 
winning defenseman Nicklas Lidstrom (lower 
body injury) was a surprise scratch Sunday, 
and four-time Cup-winning forward Kris 
Draper (lower body) missed Game 4, too. 

Detroit coach Mike Babcock said he hopes 
Datsyuk and Lidstrom will be back on the ice 
Wednesday, but ruled out Draper for Game 5. 

Red Wings goalie Chris Osgood said the 
team doctor kept him out of the third period 
Sunday because of cramps, but insisted he felt 
“sreat” on Monday. 

“Tf it had been a closer game, I would have 
stayed in for sure,” Osgood said. 


On the brink of elimination, the Blackhawks 
are also banged up. 

Goalie Nikolai Khabibulin (lower body) 
hasn’t played since the second period of 
Game 4, which Chicago won in overtime, and 
the team’s leading scorer, Martin Havlat, left 
the ice in two straight games after getting 
checked hard. 

Blackhawks coach Joel Quenneville said 
the status for both players will become more 
clear Tuesday. 

If Havlat is hesitant to step back on the ice 
before becoming a free agent this summer, 
itll be understandable.

Kronwall was given a major penalty and was 
ejected from Game 3 for his shot on Havlat. 

“He’s not as big as Scotty, but he still deliv- 
ers,” Rafalski said. 

Quenneville delivered the line of the day 
after Game 4, saying, “I think we witnessed 
probably the worst call in the history of sports 
there,” after a roughing penalty on Matt 
Walker led to Detroit taking a 3-0 lead in the 
second period. 

“Well, I wasn’t happy after the game,” 
said Quenneville, trying to distance himself 
from his comments. “I already voiced my 
displeasure.

Rain helps Reutimann win biggest race of career

CONCORD, N.C. — David Reutimann 
slipped out his car window, stared up at the 


NASCAR start who still tears it up in dirt 
track events at East Bay Raceway near 
Tampa, Fla. 

“It’s been a long road,” Buzzie Reuti- 


rainy, gray sky and waited. 

He refused a drink. He turned down a 
sandwich. He even declined an umbrella. 

Reutimann didn’t want to stray too far 
from his car, didn’t want to take his eyes off 
the ominous weather and certainly didn’t 
want to do anything that might change his 
luck. 

Not on this day. Not at this race. Not after 
all these years. 

Reutimann, a 39-year-old journeyman 
with two lower-tier victories in his previ- 
ous 265 starts, won the biggest race of his 
NASCAR career Monday. He gambled 
during a late caution to grab the lead and 
eventually won the rain-shortened Coca- 
Cola 600 at Lowe’s Motor Speedway. 

Ryan Newman finished second, followed 
by Robby Gordon, Carl Edwards and Brian 
Vickers. 

But the real celebration belonged to Re- 
utimann. He had to wait two hours for it, 
too. He could have done just about anything 
during the tiresome delay, but Reutimann 
decided to remain near his No. 00 Toyota. 

“T just knew leaning on the car was 
working,” he said following his first Sprint 
Cup victory in 75 races. “So I figured I 
shouldn’t change up my system any. If a 
tornado, hurricane comes, doesn’t matter, 
lightning, I’m staying right where I am 
til the bitter end or ’til we go back green 
again. I wasn’t going to move.” 

He didn’t, and fortunately for Reuti- 
mann, the rain stuck around, too. 

Reutimann didn’t lead a single green- 
flag lap. He had a middle-of-the-pack car

as teams jockeyed for position just past the 
halfway point of the gloomy race, which 
was washed out Sunday and carried over 
to Monday for the first Memorial Day run- 
ning in its 50-year history.

But no one knew how long the race would 
last. They just figured the sport’s longest 
race wouldn’t go the distance. 

When rain brought out a caution flag 
shortly after the halfway point, leader Kyle

top of the leaderboard. 

They led the field for five laps under cau- 
tion before NASCAR called the cars back 
to pit road for the third rain stoppage. Most 
drivers headed to their motor homes to 
wait out the rain. 

Not Reutimann. 

He was joined at his car by his 68-year- 
old father, Buzzie, a racer with one career 


mann said. “It’s taken us a long time to get 
here. I’m afraid I’m going to wake up in the 
morning and find out I’m dreaming all of 
this. Wow, words can’t describe how great 
a father would feel to see his son win a race. 
Seeing that No. 00 up on top of the board, 
one of the greatest feelings in the world.” 

The victory even brought tears to the 
eyes of car owner Michael Waltrip, whose 
emotional hug with Reutimann brought 
back memories of Waltrip’s first victory as 
a driver. 

After Waltrip crossed the finish line in 
the 2001 Daytona 500, he waited for car 
owner Dale Earnhardt to congratulate 
him. He later learned that Earnhardt fa- 
tally crashed coming out of the final turn, 
seconds before Waltrip crossed the finish 
line. 

“T kind of warned David,” said Waltrip, 
who picked up his first victory as an owner. 
“T’'m feeling pretty good about this hug 
I’m fixing to give you. So that hug was for 
David and it was also to sort of make up for 
something that I missed out on when I won 
a race one day.” 

Waltrip nicknamed Reutimann “The 
Franchise” earlier this season and even 
had the moniker placed on Reutimann’s 
car. It stayed there for a few months, until 
Reutimann asked for it to be taken down. 

“We took that off his car because I think 
it went to his head a little bit,’ Waltrip 
joked. “He started running into stuff. We 
said we’re going to remove that. Now he 
won, so we’re not going to put it back on 
there.”

Former slugger gets slugged in MMA bout

YOKOHAMA, Japan — Jose Canseco 
came out swinging but didn’t last long in 
his debut in mixed martial arts. 

The former Oakland A’s slugger was de- 
feated by South Korean super heavyweight 
Hong Man Choi by a knockout just 1 min- 
ute, 17 seconds into the first round at Yoko- 
hama Arena. 

The referee stopped the fight when the 7- 
foot-2, 330-pound Choi knocked Canseco to 
the mat and started punching his head. 

“That’s a big man,” Canseco said after the 
fight. “I ran into one of his left jabs and that 
almost knocked me out. You have no idea 
how scary it was facing a man that big.” 

Canseco did land the first blow with a 
right to the upper body of Choi but that was 
all the damage he could inflict on the Ko- 
rean giant. 

Shortly into the fight, Canseco hurt his 
right knee and was unable to do much after 
that. 

“T hurt my knee back home real bad but 
I didn’t want to disappoint the fans,” Can- 
seco said. “I knew that at some point dur- 
ing the fight my knee was going to give out 
and once I was down I knew I wasn’t going 





to get up. He’s just too heavy to move.” 

Canseco came into the arena to “Wild 
Thing” with a baseball bat on his shoulder. 
The way things turned out, he probably 
should have kept the bat. 

He took a few swings of the bat after the 
fight was over and was helped out of the 
ring by his girlfriend, Heidi Northcott. 

Canseco, who hit 462 home runs in 17 
seasons in the major leagues, has had sev- 
eral fights inside the ring since leaving 
baseball but has never taken on profes- 
sional fighters like Choi, who improved to 
2-2 in MMA. 

He boxed Danny Bonaduce, a former 
“Partridge Family” child star, to a draw in 
a celebrity match in January. The 1988 AL 
MVP, who named alleged steroid abusers 
like himself in his two books, lost to former 
Philadelphia Eagle Vai Sikahema in his 
first foray into celebrity boxing. 

By his acknowledgment, the baseball 
outcast needs the money. It’s one reason 
why Canseco has accepted a wide variety 
of offbeat jobs to make ends meet. 

He said he will work on getting his knee 
back in shape before taking any more fights. 

“T have no idea if Ill do this again,” Can- 
seco said. “I’ve gotta get my knee better 
before I commit to anything like this.”

INDIANAPOLIS — Not bad for a guy 
whose qualification speed wasn’t good 
enough to make the Indianapolis 500. 

Canadian driver Alex Tagliani, reinstat- 
ed in the lineup after qualifications in place 
of veteran Bruno Junqueira, drove from 
33rd to 11th in Sunday’s race and was se- 
lected rookie of the year during the victory 
banquet Monday night. His gain of 22 spots 
was the most of any driver in the race. 

“As a driver, you know the car is fast 
enough to compete in the field, but you 
know from an exceptional situation we just 
got bumped,” he said of his original race 
car. “Obviously, with the (Junqueira) car 
we had, it was just unfortunate that we 
started so far back. The car was really, re- 
ally good.” 

Tagliani, the regular driver for Con- 
quest Racing, was bumped out of the start- 
ing field by Ryan Hunter-Reay on the last 
qualification attempt May 17. 

At first, team owner Eric Bachelart said 
he would stick with Junqueira, who was 
a late hire for Indy only and had already 
qualified. But then he decided he couldn’t 
afford to jeopardize the sponsorship 


Tagliani had for the rest of the season. So 
Junqueira was out and Tagliani was back 
in, although as a replacement he had to 
start last. 

“The only conversation I had with him 
was just to thank him, to be understanding, 
and that’s all,” Tagliani said of Junqueira, a 
former Indy pole starter who doesn’t have 
a full-time ride this season. “After that, I 
just spent a lot of time with the engineers 
to get settled in the second car and pretty 
much go forward from that.” 

Tagliani, who drove in the former CART/ 
Champ Car series from 2000 until last 
year, has two 10th-place finishes, both on 
road courses, to go with his 11th place on 
the 21/-mile oval at Indy in his three races 
for Conquest this season. 

He received a prize of $295,305 Mon- 
day night, including a $25,000 bonus as 
the race’s top newcomer. The other first- 
year drivers were England’s Mike Con- 
way, who wound up 18th; Brazil’s Raphael 
Matos, who ran as high as fourth before a 
late crash left him 22nd; France’s Nelson 
Philippe, who was 25th; and Robert Door- 
nbos of the Netherlands, who was 28th. 

Hunter-Reay, who was the 2008 rookie 
of the year, crashed on the 20th lap Sunday 
and finished 32nd.

Castroneves 
takes home 
record prize

INDIANAPOLIS — Once again, Helio 
Castroneves couldn’t hold back the tears. 

The three-time Indianapolis 500 winner, 
who broke down in sobs in Victory Lane on 
Sunday, less than two months after he was 
acquitted of federal tax charges, was over- 
come by his emotions again Monday night 
in thanking his family for helping him 
through the most difficult time of his life. 

“Oh, boy, this is going to be tough. I’m 
starting already,” he said to his parents, 
who were in the audience at the victory din- 
ner at the Indianapolis Motor Speedway. 

“Your prayers, Mom, it was incredible, 
especially in those tough times,” he said, 
his voice breaking. “Now we are enjoying 
and praying for the good times, so thank 
you so much. I will never forget what you 
guys taught me. 

“And Dad, you’re my best friend, you’re 
my hero,” the 34-year-old Brazilian said, 
choking up again through his tears. 

“When I saw you guys in the trial, that 
was the hardest time, but we’re here today 
as a family.” 

The prize money from Sunday’s race 
was announced at the victory dinner, and 
Castroneves’ share for Team Penske was 
a record $3,048,005, breaking the former 
record of $2.99 million to Ganassi Racing’s 
Scott Dixon last year. The total purse of 
$14.3 million was just short of the record 
$14.4 million last year. 

Runner-up Dan Wheldon received $1.26 
million, just under the second-place re- 
cord $1.27 million to Vitor Meira a year 
ago. Danica Patrick took home $763,305 
for third place. 
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Tyson’s daughter on life support after accident

PHOENIX — The near-fatal 
strangulation of boxer Mike 
Tyson’s 4-year-old daughter ap- 
pears to be a “tragic accident,” 
police say. 

Exodus Tyson was on life sup- 
port Tuesday after apparently 
accidentally hanging herself on a 
cord dangling from a treadmill in 
her central Phoenix home. 

“Somehow she was _ playing 
on this treadmill, and there’s a 
cord that hangs under the con- 
sole — it’s kind of a loop,” police 
Set. Andy Hill said. “Either she 
slipped or put her head in the 
loop, but it acted like a noose, and 
she was obviously unable to get 
herself off of it.” 

Exodus’ 7-year-old brother 
found her Monday and told their 
mother, who was in another room. 
She took Exodus off the cord, 
called 911 and tried to revive her. 

Responding officers and fire- 
fighters performed CPR _ on 
Exodus as they rushed her to a 
nearby hospital, where she was 
in “extremely critical condition” 
and on life support, Hill said. 

Hill said former heavyweight 
champion Tyson, 42, had been 
in Las Vegas but flew to Phoenix 
immediately after learning of the 
accident. 

“The Tyson family would like 
to extend our deepest and most 
heartfelt thanks for all your 
prayers and support, and we ask 
that we be allowed our privacy at 
this difficult time,” the boxer said 
in a statement. 

Hill said everything in the in- 
vestigation pointed to a “tragic 
accident,” adding that calls in- 
volving children is an officer’s 
most difficult duty. 

“Those are the things that stay 
with you in your career,” he said. 
“We always hope for a miracle 
— not to have the worst happen to 
a child.”

Magic coach Stan Van Gundy 
said after the team’s shootaround 
Tuesday he was glad the league 
took back the call. 

Johnson drove the lane and 
extended his elbow in the sec- 
ond quarter of the Magic’s vic- 
tory Sunday. Williams was struck 
around the left eye and knocked 
to the floor. 

Williams was called for a 
blocking foul, and Johnson was 
whistled for a flagrant foul. Wil- 
liams’ bleeding, puffy eye needed 


four stitches. He called the play a 
cheap shot. 

The Magic lead the Cavaliers 2- 
1 in the best-of-seven series. 


Hendrick mum on status 
of Earnhardt’s crew chief 


CONCORD, N.C. — After 
months of firmly backing Dale 
Earnhardt Jr.’s crew chief, car 
owner Rick Hendrick is now 
being noncommittal about Tony 
Eury’s Jr.’s future. 

Although Hendrick said Tues- 
day no personnel changes have 
been made on Earnhardt’s No. 
88 Chevrolet, he declined to give 
Eury Jr. a vote of confidence a 
day after NASCAR’s most popu- 
lar driver had his worst finish of 
the season. Hendrick even left 
open the possibility that Earn- 
hardt could have a new crew chief 
this weekend in Dover, Del. 

Earnhardt ran near the back 
of the pack Monday and finished 
40th in the rain-shortened Coca- 
Cola 600, his worst showing since 
last season’s finale at Homestead. 


Cavs’ Wallace angered 
over Van Gundy ‘flop’ remark 


ORLANDO, Fla. — First, Sha- 
quille O’Neal. Now, Ben Wallace. 

For the second time this season, 
Orlando coach Stan Van Gundy 
has accused one of the NBA’s big- 
gest, baddest players of flopping. 

On Monday, Van Gundy said he 
was bothered by the number of 
times Wallace and Cleveland Cav- 
aliers point guard Mo Williams 
dropped to the floor in Game 3 
of the Eastern Conference finals 
against the Magic. He said the 
pair “fell down more than a baby 
learning to walk.” 

Wallace, a four-time defensive 
player of the year and one of the 
league’s most intimidating play- 
ers, took offense to Van Gundy’s 
remarks. 

Speaking at a shootaround 
Tuesday, Wallace suggested that 
Van Gundy “come out here and 
do something about it” or shut up, 
adding an expletive for emphasis. 
“Whatever he says isn’t going to 
change the way I play defense 
or the way we play defense. It is 
what it is.” 

Van Gundy made the same 
claims about O’Neal in March, 
saying he flopped while guarding 
Magic center Dwight Howard. 
O’Neal played for Van Gundy in 
Miami for parts of two seasons. 


Judge hears Cuban’s 
motion in SEC case 


DALLAS — Dallas Mavericks 
owner Mark Cuban wants an in- 
sider trading lawsuit against him 
thrown out, but he’ll have to wait 
for a judge’s decision. 

U.S. District Judge Sidney A. 
Fitzwater heard arguments Tues- 
day on Cuban’s motion to dismiss 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission suit, but didn’t rule. 

Cuban, sporting a black suit 
rather than his usual T-shirt and 
jeans, declined to comment after- 
ward. He sat quietly in the front 
row of the court gallery through- 
out the proceeding. 

The SEC alleges Cuban en- 
gaged in insider trading when he 
sold shares in an Internet search 
engine company, Mamma.com 
Inc., after receiving confidential 


information about a private offer- 
ing. Cuban’s attorney argued the 
SEC is not correctly defining in- 
sider trading. 


Cardinals’ Boldin set to fire 
agent Rosenhaus 


PHOENIX — Arizona Cardi- 
nals wide receiver Anquan Bold- 
in is in the process of firing his 
agent Drew Rosenhaus. 

Boldin, in a long contract dis- 
pute with the team, informed the 
NFL Players Association in a let- 
ter that he wanted to replace the 
agent. The players association 
says it received the letter on Fri- 
day, so with the required five-day 
waiting period, Boldin can sign 
with a new agent on Thursday. 

Rosenhaus issued a statement 
saying he has great respect for 
Boldin and hopes that the player 
returns to “the Rosenhaus Sports 
family” soon. 


Big NFL players are prone 
to high blood pressure 


CHICAGO — Supersized pro 
football players are prone to high 
blood pressure but fare better on 
some other health measures than 
more average-sized men, new 
NFL-sponsored research shows. 

The mixed results suggest that 
intense physical conditioning can 
help reduce but not wipe out ill ef- 
fects excess weight has on heart 
disease-related risks. 

Compared with other men their 
age, the National Football League 
players studied were more than 
twice as likely to have high blood 
pressure — 14 percent versus 6 
percent for non-players. 

Among the biggest players 
— linemen with a body mass 
index in the obese range — about 
90 percent had either high blood 
pressure or pre-hypertension, 
which is less dangerous but still 
risky. 

The biggest players also had 
worse levels of “good” cholesterol 
and blood fats called triglycer- 
ides, but fewer signs of pre-diabe- 
tes than non-players. 

The NFL and study authors 
downplayed the negative findings 
from a pool of 504 players of all 
sizes. Except for high blood pres- 
sure, the authors said, players on 
average faced no greater heart 
disease risks than men their same 
age in the general population. 


Celtics’ Garnett undergoes 
arthroscopic knee surgery 


BOSTON — Kevin Garnett had 
surgery Tuesday on his right knee 
after missing all of the playoffs. 

The Boston Celtics defensive 
star and inspirational leader had 
bone spurs removed during the 
arthroscopic surgery. 

“T expect Kevin to return to 
active duty in full force and be 
that consummate two-way pro- 
fessional that he has shown all of 
us throughout his fantastic NBA 
career,” coach Doc Rivers said. 

Garnett was the NBA’s defen- 
sive player of the year in 2007-08, 
his first season with Boston and 
13th in the league. He was an out- 
standing defender again this sea- 
son but was limited to 57 games. 
With a strained tendon along with 
the bone spurs, Garnett played 
in just four games in the last two 
months of the regular season.

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Indians stun Rays with rally

CLEVELAND — Trailing by 
10 runs, Victor Martinez told his 
Cleveland Indians teammates 
they could win. 

Martinez, in an 0-for-18 slump, 
backed up his words by lining a 
two-out, two-run single to cap a 
seven-run ninth inning that gave 
the Indians an 11-10 victory over 
the Tampa Bay Rays on Monday 
night. 

“You never know what’s going 
to happen,” Martinez said after 
his hit off Jason Isringhausen (0- 
1) ruined the Rays’ night, which 
began with the much-awaited sea- 
son debut of starter David Price. 
The left-hander was staked to a 
10-0 lead but ran his pitch count 
up and lasted only 3'/3 innings. 

“When he came out, I said, ‘Go 
out there and be a tough out, and 
just keep battling, ” Martinez 
said. “That’s what we did.” 

The Indians became the first 
team to make up a 10-run deficit 
and win since the Texas Rangers 
rallied to beat the Detroit Tigers 
16-15 on May 8, 2004, according 
to the Elias Sports Bureau. 

“When you do something like 
this, it is special,’ Indians man- 
ager Eric Wedge said. 

It was the largest blown lead 
in Rays history. Tampa Bay had 
twice led games 10-2 before los- 
ing 20-11 each time — to the New 
York Yankees in 2005 and Cleve- 
land in 1999. 

Ryan Garko’s two-run homer 
off Price in the fourth started the 
comeback. His three-run shot in 
the ninth off Grant Balfour made 
it 10-7. 

“T wanted to put the barrel of the 
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bat on the ball and just happened 
to hit a home run,” Garko said of 
his second homer. “The important 
thing was not making the last out. 
Nobody wanted to do that.” 

Jeremy Sowers (1-2) pitched 
five scoreless innings for the win 
in his first relief appearance after 
31 career starts. 

The loss was Tampa Bay’s 14th 
in a row in Cleveland. The Rays 
have not won a road game against 
the Indians since a 1-0 victory on 
Sept. 28, 2005. 

The teams combined to use 11 
pitchers, who issued a total of 19 
walks — 10 by the Rays. 

Isringhausen walked the first 
three men he faced, forcing in 
one run to make it 10-8. Martinez 
then lined a 3-2 pitch to center 
and was mobbed by teammates 
in Cleveland’s biggest win of a 
disappointing season. 

“The walks are unacceptable,” 
Isringhausen. “I’d rather give up 
home runs than walk guys.” 

The Indians still have the worst 
record in the AL at 18-28 and are 
just 8-11 at home. 

But Garko said he felt confident 
seeing Martinez at the plate with 
the game on the line. The catcher 
leads the Indians with 32 RBIs 
and a .364 batting average. 

“That’s the guy you want up 
there in that spot,” Garko said. 

Price struggled with his com- 
mand, walking five. 

“He had great stuff, but was all 
over the place,’ Rays manager 
Joe Maddon said. 

Indians starter Fausto Car- 
mona was even wilder. The right- 
hander unraveled in the second 
inning, walking the first four men 


he faced on 20 pitches and giving 
up five runs while registering 
only one out. 

Gabe Gross hit a two-run 
homer and drove in three runs 
for the Rays. 

Price struck out the side in the 
first after Jamey Carroll drew a 
leadoff walk and went tothird ona 
bloop double by Grady Sizemore. 
But he couldn’t complete the five 
innings required of a starter to 
earn a win. The left-hander gave 
up two runs and four hits, strik- 
ing out six. He threw 100 pitches 
— 57 for strikes. 

“TI was averaging 10 pitches an 
out,” Price said. “I didn’t have a 
feel for anything.” 

Yankees 11, Rangers 1: At 
Arlington, Texas, Alex Rodriguez 
matched a career high with five 
hits for the Yankees in his first 
game at Texas since admitting 
he used steroids while playing for 
the Rangers from 2001-2003. 

Rodriguez drove in four runs 
and Phil Hughes (3-2) tossed 
eight shutout innings for New 
York, which has won 11 of 13. 

Nelson Cruz connected against 
Yankees reliever Alfredo Acev- 
es in the ninth, hitting his fifth 
homer in six games. 

Athletics 6, Mariners 1: At 
Oakland, Calif., Travis Buck hom- 
ered and scored three runs, and 
Adam Kennedy had career high- 
tying four hits for the Athletics. 

Brett Anderson pitched six 
strong innings for his second 
major league win with the last- 
place A’s, who beat Seattle for just 
the second time in seven meet- 
ings this season.

PHOENIX — Make it 10 in a row for the 
San Diego Padres — and one in a row on 
the road. 

The Padres won their 10th straight over- 
all, and snapped an 11-game road losing 
streak in the process, by rallying from six 
runs down to beat Arizona 9-7 in 10 innings 
on Monday. 

The first nine victories in the National 
League’s longest winning streak this sea- 
son came in San Diego, and it took an im- 
probable late comeback to keep it going in 
Arizona. 

“T know we didn’t play well the last trip,” 
manager Bud Black said, “but I didn’t 
know we'd lost that many in a row until I 
got thrown out of the game and heard it on 
TV.”

'‘Melo’s supporting cast steps up 


Ailing Anthony gets help as Nuggets even series at 2-2

DENVER — Carmelo Anthony 
had a better supporting cast than 
Kobe Bryant on a night he really 
needed it. 

With Anthony sick and injured, 
his ensemble pitched in and lifted 
the Denver Nuggets to a 120-101 
victory over the Los Angeles Lak- 
ers on Monday night that evened 
the Western Conference finals at 
two games apiece. 

“Tonight, all of them stepped 
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up,” Anthony said. 

They had to with their star 
hobbled by a sprained ankle and 
a stomach virus, something he 
picked up just before game time 
and which forced him to receive 
IV treatment at halftime. 

Anthony, who’s averaging 27.1 
points in the playoffs, struggled 
to find his rhythm, going 3-for-16 
from the field and finishing with 
15 points. 

No matter, though. J.R. Smith 


had his back. So did Chauncey 
Billups. 

Both finished with 24 points 
and hit clutch shots in the fourth 
quarter to lift the Nuggets’ spir- 
its as they head into Game 5 on 
Wednesday night in Los Angeles. 

“We know the importance of 
that game,” Billups said. 

The Nuggets’ bench got back 
into the act on Monday, outscor- 
ing their counterparts 42-24. 

“Tt’s satisfying,” Anthony said. 


“Tt’s very satisfying to win agame 
knowing I wasn’t 100 percent out 
there tonight.” 

Bryant didn’t have quite the 
same support. 

Still, he tried to carry the Lak- 
ers down the stretch, scoring 
13 of his 34 points in the fourth 
quarter. 

“They just whooped us, period,” 
Bryant admitted. “They whooped 
us on the glass. They whooped us 
to loose balls.”

Fatigue may finally be catch- 
ing up with the Lakers, who had 
to endure a grueling seven-game 
series against the Houston Rock- 
ets while the Nuggets got to relax 
for a few days after wrapping up 
their tussle with the Dallas Mav- 
ericks in five games. 

Bryant even conceded as much, 
saying he was exhausted after 
almost single-handedly pulling 
one out for the Lakers in Game 3 
that gave them back homecourt 
advantage.
